For a u u mber of years he has 
been condu cting a campaign of edu ca­ 
tion along the line of the benefits and 
profits of fru it on the farm. 
F ru it 
shou ld form a larger part of the food 
of the farmer arid his family and the 
I raising and care of fru it is a pleasant 
and interesting occu pation. 
Mr. Hartwell answered many qu es 
tions and gave a very interesting de­ 
scription of the experiments he is con­ 
du cting. In tbe cou rse of his talk he 
said 1 hat Northern Illinois cou id be 
made a great ample cou ntry if atten­ 
tion was paid to it and that this sec­ 
tion has had some of the best displays 
of apples at the large fairs of thestate. 
CLOVER RAISING. 
Toe first address in the afternoon 
session was a talk on clover, and not 
only an interesting one, bu t 
very 
valu able, by C. C. Pervier of Sheffield, 
111. He first took u p the method and 
necessity of inocu lating the soil with 
a clover bacteria, and explained two 
w ays-the, first way is to get the 
inocu lated soil, and tbe second to get 
a liqu id preparation and treat the 
seed wiih that, the latter being the 
cheaper and better. The qu estion of 
inocu lating the soil from the residu e 
of hu lls, which accu mu lates at the 
rear of the clover hu ller, was dis­ 
cu ssed, and in his ju dgm ent was not a t 
all su ccessfu l; bu t was a good material 
for reseeding the soil with clover. 
Red clover is adapted to ou r sec­ 
tion of cou ntry: bu t he considers alsac 
clover as well adapted and a 
rar 
su perior clover to the common red, 
and told how tha t tbe alsac gave mu ch 
better resu lts than the red; that if the 
clover once goes to seed it dies ou t, 
which we call w inter k illed. 
He told how tha t acid soils destroyed 
the bacteria; bu t tha t a su fficient 
qu antiity of lime will k ill the acid 
and sweeten the soil so that it will 
grow clover. 
Alsac clover is a better 
fertilizer of the soil and does mu ch 
better on low soils; in fact, he has 
grown 
it 
on 
low 
wet 
lands; 
tha t it tak es a good honey year to for 
tbe gathering of a good crop of clover 
seed and for a good honey year we 
need hot weatlic r and warm nights; 
tha t to mak e seed the pollen mu st be

lost many men and guns in his haste. 
But he k ept nis face toward Moscow 
and reached Smolensk at last, but 
there changed his plans and marched 
for the Uk raine, with Czar Peter lur- 
iug him ou. Then the Russians con­ 
fronted him with 70.000 troops at Pol­ 
tav a, where Charles was wounded and 
charged at the head of his troops borne 
in a litter and was defeated, being 
forced to retreat with his handful of 
men into Turk ish territory iu anything 
but a dignified manner. 
One of the most masterly retreats in 
history was made by Sir ^ohu Moore 
in Spain iu 1SOS-09 . He marched his 
force between Astorga und Coruna in 
a month and beat buck Soult’s arm y at 
the edge of the sea before his troops 
sailed away for home, leav ing the body 
of their dead com mander behind, to he 
buried without the walls, on the field 
where he fell. 
Soult retreated from 
Oporto, in Portugal, in the same war, 
and Beresford drov e him across the 
mountains into Spain after tak ing the 
city. 
Wellington caught the French 
aguiu in the same war. driv ing the ar- 


moid of sun bak ed clay held the fat, 
which was burned by placing a rush in 
the fat, with the lighted end projecting 
ov er the edge of the rude dish.

by step the lamp w as fashioned into a 
thing of beauty. 
Admirable specimens 
of lamps in terra cotta, in stone, in 
brass and in bronze hav e been found 
on sites of Hebrew eitie.s and in the

Hindustan. 
From 
the 
tombs of Egypt, from the tumuli of 
Assyria and ancient lettered Babylon, 
from the opened grav es of Chaldean 
I sages, came examples of household 
| lamps, rev ealing a general use many 
! centuries before the Christian era. 
“So, from the fat of slain animals, 
the resinous products of the forest 
trees and the w ax of the wild bee 
came those lights which gleamed upon 
fair woman and brav e men at Bel­ 
shazzar’s feasts. 
From Rome the oil 
lamp passed successiv ely 
into Ger­ 
many, Gaul and Britain. 
In these 
countries torches, 
rushes dipped In 
grease and a v ery odorous fish oil 
were the methods of artificial lighting 
until the Itomnn conquest. 
The rush- 
light of tha t day consisted of a notch­ 
ed wooden stick set to a wooden base. 
Stalk s of the rush were peeled to the 
pith, sav e for one strand of husk , and 
passed through hot grease. 
Sometimes I 
three or more were tw isted together 
and when cold were placed in a notch ‘ 
of tne standard, to be pushed up when 
the fire neared the wood. 
“These rushlights emitted a strong 
flame and a similar odor. 
You may 
m ak e one of these and enjoy for au ■ 
hour the ancient light of Britain and 
tha t which to this day dispels the 
gloom of night in remote Irish cabins. 
The candle of the common people was 
the rushlight of our ancestors. 
It ! 
burned where candles made from wax 
were too dear and before Chev reul and 
others found a way to refine a cheap 
candle grease from the fat of animals.” 


I 
T h e P r n ir le D om. 
There is no burrowing animal which 
work s with more intelligence than the 
prairie dog. 
lie nev er commits the er­ 
ror of mak ing his mound in a place 
which may be submerged by water. In 
a western K ansas town a small boy 
caught a young dog and fixed a home 
for it in the cellar of his father's house. 
The dog went to work alm ost at once 
to dig a tunnel to the open air. 
It 
w ent down under the stone wall of the 
cellar and up to the surface at a point 
about 100 feet from the house. 
B ut it 
found that its point of exit was in the 
middle of a well trav eled road. It went 
back and dug another gallery in au 
oblique direction from the first, emerg­ 
ing in a plot of grass. 
The earth car­ 
ried back Into the cellar in this digging 
would more than fill a wagon box. 
For sev eral years the dog liv ed on the 
premises, mak ing the cellar its base of 
operations, but going to the open air at 
will through its gallery.—Kansas City 
Journal.
